EETAIN THE INCOME TAX. 


Popular report has given Secretary Andrew-W. 


Mellon of the treasury rank as one of the richest men 
in America. Reticent and shy when the representa- 
tives of the press are around, no one has ever tried 
to estimate Mr. Mellon's wealth. Probably he himself 
could not tell what'.he is worth because his holdings 
are so extensive 'and so varied it would require con- 
siderable computation to determine the exact amount 
of his fortune. 


The modest sketch which appears in Who's Wlio 


in America describes him as the president of the Mel- 
lon National bank of Pittsburgh, an officer and di- 
rector in various financial and industrial corpora- 
tions, engaged in the development of coke, coal and 
iron enterprises and various other activities. 


Mr. Mellon has never been a believer in the income 


tax. He wouldn't. It compells him to pay huge sums 
of money to the national government. The treas- 
urer's known dislike for the income tax system was 
of little consequence so long as business and industry 
were flourishing and the collections made through it 
were ample and sufficient to provide for the running 
expenses of government but conditions have changed. 
The government has been running far behind in its 
budget so that the treasury at this time reveals a def- 
icit in excess of a million dollars. With the 
very, 


strong probability a further decrease in revenue will 
be reported for the current business year, congress, 
meeting in December is expected to draft legislation 
providing for a sharp increase in income tax rates. 
Mr. Mellon knows where the axe will fall. It will 
fall on great wealth, which, has in recent years fared 
rather excellently as a result of reductions which were 
made. 


So the head of the treasury comes forward again 


with his criticism of the income tax system. It is not 
suited to the needs of the nation. The returns under 
it are too indefinite and uncertain. There should be 
no uncertainty in governmental revenues. The argu- 
ment has its appeal because there will be few to dis- 
pute the obvious necessity of keeping the nation's fi- 
nances on a sound basis. It will be freely admitted 
the income tax system has its weaknesses—among- 
which are the expense of administration, and the un- 
certainty of revenue. 


What would Mr. Mellon suggest to replace it? 
On this point the secretary of the treasury has been 


silent. But some of his close political associates, not- 
ably Senator Reed, of Pennsylvania, is demanding the 
abolition of the income tax and a substitution of the 
sales tax. That would largely shift the burden from 
the shoulders of the rich to the poor. It would vio- 
late the basic principle a just tax system should rest 
upon ability to pay. The sales tax is capable of in- 
finite pyramiding. 
It would be applied when the 


goods are sold fay the manufacturer to the jobber 
then again when the wholesaler disposes of them to 
the retailer, and finally a third time when the re- 
tailer distributes them to the consumer. At a time 
when the great mass of people are not in a position 
to bear added burdens in the form of increased cost 
of living, a sales tax would add enormously to the 
load. It would fall upon necessities as well as lux- 
uries. It would largely relieve the bachelor or tbj 
small family of any considerable contribution to th 
expense of government because after nil the wants 
of the individual are limited. 


With all of its weaknesses, the income tax system 


fits into America's needs far better than a sales tax 
plan. It is the most just form of taxation which has 
been dsvissd. . Along with the companion laws cov 
ering inheritance and gifts, it is trie only safeguarc 
which this country has constructed against the ac 
cumulation of wealth hi the hands of a very few 
men. It is not to be believed a congress will destro 
these barriers against dynastic wealth and at th 
same time irameasureably increase the burdens of th 
millions in more modest circumstances. The popular 
will demands the retention of the income tax system.

DESIRABLE CRITICISM. 


Increasing tendency of schools, not only to permit 


but to encourage a critical study- of history and gov- 
ernmental institutions, is an encouraging trend in 
America's public school system. 


Until recent years, the critical attitude had been 


lacking from a study of the sooiar sciences. Schools 
without hesitancy traced the changes in belief in 
physics and chemistry, even iai biology. Although 
often lagging behind scientific progress, they made an 
attempt to keep up with the new knowledge and the- 
ories of the natural sciences. 


But in the social sciences, they most frequently as- 


sumed that the peak of desirability In man's insti- 
tutions had already been readied. They taught a 
great unchanging glorification o* the organized social 
life of man, poltical and economic, as ic is In this 
country. 
Schools are finally beginning to supersede that dan- 


gerous and thoughtless glorification with a critical 
study of human institutions. 


This tendency should be encouraged. It should 


have a leavening influence on -American life in the 
attempt to find a way out of tlae morass into which 
society has gone -with modern, industrial machinery 
and eighteenth century social machinery. 


There is only one danger—that of failing to realize 


that institutions as such do ha-ve value and that -we 
can best make needed changes by adaptation of the 
institutional machinery at hand, rather than by blind 
junking to experiment with something entirely new. 


A critical attitude, an intelligently critical attitude, 


instead of blind acceptance, however, is * desirable 
tendency.

He 
contended that the law here was 
something of a joke. I knew there 
are bad spots, but I told him to go 
back to Europe if he didn't like it 
in New York. What is your opin- 
ion on this matter? 
ANSWER* 


When" you lose your temper you 


are likely to injure your cause. 
Abuse settles nothing, and if your 
opponent was still convinced his 
criticisms were corract, what good 
did you accomplish? Every new- 
comer to our shores is fairly sure to 
make comparisons between his na- 
tive land and our republic. He will 
be wise not to voice them too free- 
ly, since snap judgments based on 
incomplete information are of no 
value. But I am bound to say that 
this recent immigrant hit a sensi- 
tive spot in our political' administra- 
tion. America's criminal justice is 
tardy, uncertain 
and sometimes 


non-deterrent of crime. The rea- 
sons for this are imbedded in a 
system the 
provisions of which, 


originally inteded to give offenders 
a fair deal, have been so twisted 
by" legal dexterities and complica- 
tions that they frequently protect 
the offender at the cost of his vic- 
tim or of the state. 
Probably your discussion started 


with a reference to the state of af- 
fairs in your own city, -where cer- 
tain sections of the police force and 
some magistrates are under a 
searching inquiry which reveals base 
injustice and corruption. 
If this 


was the case, you had the wrong 
end of the argument. The law is a 
profession, not a business. Its as- 
sociations, like those of the clerical 
and medical callings, are intimate- 
ly related to social 
welfare. So 


when the commercial instinct in- 
vades the law its honor is jeopard- 
ized and its practice prostituted. I 
need not enlarge on the wretched 
consequences. These are known to 
all. Nor will they be exterminated 
by the exposure or punishment of 
the unworthy. Nothing less than a 
thorough housecleaning in the legal 
profession and a return to its fund- 
amental 
principles 
can 
restore 


criminal justice to its rightful place 
in the public confidence. 


However ethical the law may be 
as such, it depends on human char- 
acter for its impartial administra- 
tion. This is the crux of the issue, 
and had you frankly conceded it 
you could have proceeded to show 
why very few immigrants who come 
to our shores wish to return to 
their native land.

The mod est sketch which appears in Who's Who 
In America d escribes him as the presid en t of the Mel­ 
lon Nation al ban k of Pittsburgh, an officer an d d i­ 
rector In various fin an cial an d in d ustrial corpora­ 
tion s. en gaged in the d evelopmen t of coke, coal an d 
iron en terprises an d various other activities. 
Mr. Mellon has n ever been a believer in the In come 
tax. He would n ’t. It compells him to pay huge sums 
of mon ey to the n ation al 
govern men t.

treas­ 
urer's kn own d islike for the in come tax sy stem was 
of little con sequen ce so lon g as busin ess an d in d ustry 
were flourishin g an d the collection s mad e through it 
were ample an d sufficien t to provid e for the run n in g 
expen ses of govern men t but con d ition s have chan ged .

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26—(/P)-- 


Precident Hoover considers his re- 
lief organization headed by Walter 
S. Gifford adequate for co-ordinat- 
ing activities to relieve unemploy- 
ment distress this winter. 


The administration has no notion 
conditions in the country, though 
considered second only to a state of 
war, 
will reach the degree of ser- 


iousness which once led to creation 
of a non-partisan group to rule in- 
dustry. 
Consequently the president does 


not intend reviving the old council 
of'nr.tional defense which operated 
dung the World war. A resolution 
urging this step was adopted by 
the American Legion convention at 
Detroit on the motion of Howard 
Coffin, a frtend of Mr. Hoover and 
former member of the council.
